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REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 and 9-12 have been allowed. Claims 4, 5, 7, and 12 have been amended. 
No new matter has been added. 

Claims 4, 5, 7, and 12 have been amended in order to change the dependencies of 
each claim. Claim 4 has been amended in order to become dependent on claim 3 in order to 
restore the original dependency of this claim. Claim 5 has been amended in order to become 
dependent on claim 2 because the term "said single-bit rasterize flag" in claim 5 corresponds 
to "a single-bit rasterize flag" in claim 2. Claim 7 has been amended in order to become 
dependent on claim 2 because the terms "said single-bit rasterize flag" and "said multi-bits 
rasterize flag" in claim 7 correspond to "a multi-bits rasterize flag" and "a single-bit rasterize 
flag" in claim 2. Claim 12 has been amended in order to become dependent on claim 10 
because the terms "said single-bit rasterize flag" and "said multi-bits rasterize flag" in claim 
12 correspond to "a multi-bits rasterize flag" and "a single-bit rasterize flag" in claim 10. 
Accordingly, claims 5, 7 and 12 have been amended to ensure correct antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. 

Applicants request entry of the foregoing amendments for the reasons given and 
because the amendments do not change the scope of the claims in a manner that requires 
further search and/or examination. Further, the amendments were not earlier presented 
because the need for the amendments was not recognized until the Notice of Allowance was 
received and the allowed claims were reviewed.
